'  ^  Angeles  has  caused  such  widespread  enthusiasm  as  this  new  rose 
for  1932,  Olympiad.

Olympiad  is  the  crowning  achievement  of  the  late  Mr.  Pernet-Ducher 
of  Lyons,  France,  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  rosarians,  and  was  exhib¬ 
ited  in  that  country  under  the  name  of  Mme.  Raymond  Caujard,  but 
has  since  been  renamed  Olympiad  by  the  American  introducers  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  Olympic  Games,  to  be  held  in  Los  Angeles  in  1932. 

It  is  a  vigorous  growing  bush,  and  free  producer  of  exquisitely  formed 
buds  and  blossoms  on  splendid  long  stems.  It  is  beautiful  in  all  stages 
of  bloom  and  a  good  keeper  when  cut. 

The  long  handsome  buds  are  indescribably  beautiful  in  form  and 
glorious  combinations  of  color,  as  reproduced  on  this  color-plate.  At 
certain  times  of  the  year  the  scarlet  is  toned  with  rich  rosy  carmine  with 
a  velvet  sheen.  The  foliage  is  luxuriant,  dark  green.

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ROSES 

The  Rose  finds  its  place  in  practically  every  California  garden  and  is  undoubtedly  the 
most  popular  flower  grown,  and  justly  so  for  nothing  else  will  give  such  bountiful  returns 
From  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  spent  in  its  growing.  Too  often,  however,  the  space  al¬ 
lotted  to  this  “Queen  of  Flowers”  is  hidden  away  in  the  rear  garden,  or  other  inconspicuous 
plot.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  they  are  primarily  grown  to  furnish  cut-flowers  for  the  table, 
and  they  thrive  best  in  beds  by  themselves,  where  it  is  easier  to  give  them  the  care  they 
should  have.  But  the  rose  is  so  free  flowering  and  makes  such  a  gorgeous  showing  that,  in 
addition  to  growing  them  for  cutting,  they  should  be  planted  also  where  they  can  brighten 
the  garden  with  their  lovely  flowers.  There  are  many  fine  varieties  which  make  a  wonderful 
display  of  bloom  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  For  this  purpose  the  tree  roses  are 
eminently  suited  and  should  find  a  place  in  almost  all  landscape  plantings,  not  only  along 
walks  and  drives,  but  in  groups  in  corners  and  in  back  of  flower  beds  and  perennial  borders. 

We  are  offering  this  year  a  carefully  selected  list  of  roses,  choosing  only  varieties  which 
through  close  observation  have  proven  to  us  to  be  most  satisfactory  in  every  way.  We  have  dis¬ 
continued  many  of  the  older  varieties  which  have  been  superseded  by  newer,  superior  kinds. 
There  have  been  produced  in  recent  years  some  wonderful  new  roses,  and  it  will  repay  you 
many  times  over  to  pull  out  and  discard  from  your  garden  any  varieties  which  you  now  have 
with  which  you  are  not  entirely  satisfied,  either  with  their  habit  of  growth  or  blooming  quali¬ 
ties,  and  replace  them  with  some  of  the  magnificent  newer  varieties. 

Our  rose  bushes  are  grown  on  land  which  produces  strong  healthy  growth,  and  we  grade  the 
plants  rigidly,  furnishing  our  customers  with  robust,  branched  bushes.  These  superior  plants 
will  make  much  more  rapid  development  and  bloom  far  better  than  would  smaller  and  weaker 
bushes. 

We  can  supply  dormant  roses  in  January  and  February  only.  After  that  time  the  plants  are 
normally  beginning  their  spring  growth  and  any  retarding  of  this  growth  to  hold  the  plants 
dormant  will  decrease  the  vitality  and  subsequent  spring  growth.  As  soon  as  our  roses  are  dug 
from  the  field  (about  January  1st)  we  plant  all  those  which  we  do  not  expect  to  deliver  dor¬ 
mant  into  containers,  where  they  can  make  their  early  growth  unchecked,  and  can  then  be 
delivered  and  transplanted  successfully  at  any  season  of  the  year. 


New  Hybrid  Tea  Roses 

These  novelties  are  ones  which  have  attracted  much  attention  and  won  great  favor  in  the 
rose  fields  and  at  various  rose  shows,  as  well  as  in  trial  gardens. 


Autumn.  The  glorious  combination  of  burnt  orange 
and  yellow,  streaked  with  red,  true  autumn  coloring, 
gives  this  rose  its  name.  Its  color  tones  are  somewhat 
like  those  in  the  variety  President  Herbert  Hoover,  but 
the  blending  and  the  shape  of  the  flower  produce  a  very 
different  effect.  The  buds  are  ovoid;  the  flowers  double, 
medium  sized  and  cup  shaped,  very  lasting  and  fragrant. 
The  bush  is  upright,  a  free  bloomer  and  has  leathery, 
disease  resistant,  glossy  foliage.

Betty  Sutor.  We  offered  this  for  the  first  time  last 
year  and  it  won  for  itself  immediate  favor.

Chas.  P.  Kilham.  A  brilliantly  colored  rose  with  long  pointed 
buds,  and  splendidly  formed  full  double  blossoms,  sweetly  tea 
scented.  The  color  is  a  rich  oriental  orange-red,  flushed  scarlet. 
The  bush  is  upright  and  vigorous. 

Duchess  of  Atholl.  Beautiful  buds  and  large  cup-shaped  flow¬ 
ers  of  unusual  coloring ;  vivid  bronze-orange,  flushed  old  rose. 
Considered  by  many  to  be  far  superior  to  the  variety  Angele 
Pemet.  which  it  resembles  in  color,  on  account  of  its  robust 
habit  of  growth. 

E.  G.  Hill.  Red  roses  hold  the  lead  over  all  other  colors 
In  popularity  but  there  is  always  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to 
which  is  the  best  dark  red  variety.  Etoile  de  Hollande  and 
E.  G.  Hill  are  the  two  that  are  gaining  the  most  favor,  although 
many  rose  lovers  are  still  loyal  to  the  older  varieties  Hadley 
and  Hoosier  Beauty.  We  prefer  E.  G.  Hill  because  it  is  very 
lasting  as  a  cut  flower  and  does  not  fade  or  turn  purplish  with 
age.  The  flowers  are  large,  full  double,  high  centered,  and  very 
fragrant. 

Golden  Dawn.  A  magnificent  new  rose  of  Australian  origin 
which  is  an  ideal  garden  rose.  The  buds  are  an  exquisite  lemon 
color,  with  splashes  of  crimson  before  opening  to  full  double 
flowers,  fragrant,  quite  resembling  the  old  favorite.  Marechal 
Niel,  but  the  bush  is  of  strong,  upright  habit  of  growth,  with 
large,  healthy,  glossy  foliage. 

Golden  Gleam.  This  rose,  in  spite  of  having  had  very  little 
publicity  has  earned  considerable  favor  as  a  garden  rose.  It 
has  a  very  dainty  bud,  opening  to  full,  medium  sized  flowers 
with  a  fruity  fragrance.  The  color  is  bright  buttercup  yellow, 
the  outer  petals  flushed  scarlet,  borne  on  long,  strong  stems. 
It  is  a  vigorous  grower  and  continuous  bloomer.  Foliage  shiny 
dark  green. 

Hilda.  A  splendid  rose  of  the  type  of  Betty  Uprichard  but 
much  larger  and  more  double,  and  very  lasting.  The  frag¬ 
rant  flowers  are  bright  carmine,  the  inner  petals  shading  to 
light  pink.  A  very  vigorous  grower,  and  free  blooming. 

Impress.  A  rose  of  distinct  coloring  and  formation.  Its  large, 
perfectly  formed,  double  blossoms  upon  unfolding  are  rosy-red, 
with  orange  suffusion,  and  the  full  open  flowers  are  camellia¬ 
shaped,  a  striking  salmon-cerise,  with  an  orange  suffusion. 
They  last  an  exceptionally  long  time  after  cutting. 

I.  Zingari.  A  novelty  of  the  most  vivid  orange-scarlet,  really 
a  true  vermillion  in  color.  The  brilliance  of  this  coloring  is 
not  approached  by  any  other  rose.  The  flowers  are  semi-double, 
continuously  produced  in  sprays  of  several  blossoms.  A  most 
showy  variety  for  bedding,  and  the  sprays  of  buds  when  cut 
make  striking  floral  decorations. 

Joan  Cant.  A  novelty  of  great  value  on  account  of  its 
splendid  color,  exquisite  formation,  and  strong  vigorous  growth. 
It  is  a  rich  shade  of  salmon  pink  ;  the  formation  of  the  petals 
is  like  the  old  favorite,  Mme.  Abel  Chatenay.  Intensely  frag¬ 
rant.  Foliage  disease  resistant.  Plant  strong  and  vigorous 
in  growth. 

Joanna  Hill.  A  fine  yellow  rose,  in  formation  similar  to 
Sunburst,  but  holds  its  color  better.  It  has  won  much  favor 
as  a  cut  flower  variety,  grown  under  glass,  and  will  prove 
equally  valuable  in  the  garden.  Clear  yellow  in  color,  with  an 
orange-yellow  center.  A  vigorous  upright  grower  producing  its 
flowers  singly,  on  very  long  stems. 

Lady  Forteviot.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  roses  on  our 
list.  It  is  a  color  which  immediately  attracts  attention,  orange- 
yellow,  flushed  with  apricot  and  cardinal  red.  The  buds  are 
large,  and  open  to  flowers  of  artistic  formation,  very  lasting, 
with  a  delightful,  fruity  fragrance.  Vigorous  in  growth,  and  a 
continuous  bloomer. 


Lady  Leslie.  Long  pointed  buds,  opening  to  large,  double, 
high -centered,  very  lasting  flowers  of  brilliant  rosy  scarlet  suf¬ 
fused  with  yellow  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  This  is  a  very 
meritorious  variety  because  of  its  fine  form,  brilliant  coloring, 
intense  fragrance,  and  sturdy  habit  of  growth. 


Monarch.  A  splendid  garden  rose,  and  one  that  will  furnish 
fine  flowers  for  cutting.  The  color  is  a  rich  silvery  pink,  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  color  in  Mme.  Caroline  Testout,  but  the  large  buds 
are  long  and  pointed  opening  to  double,  high  centered  flowers 
which  are  very  lasting.  The  stems  are  long  and  stout  and 
the  bush  is  a  vigorous  grower. 

Mrs.  G.  A.  Van  Rossem.  A  marvelously  beautiful  new  rose 
of  distinctive  coloring,  a  most  striking  blending  of  dark  vivid 
orange  and  apricot  on  a  yellow  ground  with  touches  of  bronze 
on  the  reverse  of  petals,  the  whole  giving  a  copper  bronze 
effect.  The  large,  fragrant  flowers  are  freely  produced  on 
good  stems,  on  strong  growing  bushes. 

Mrs.  John  Bell.  A  strikingly  beautiful  rose  that  is  certain 
to  become  very  popular.  Vivid  cochineal  carmine,  shaded  light¬ 
er  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  A  most  clear  and  beautiful  color 
that  does  not  fade.  The  buds  are  large,  pointed  and  shapely, 
and  open  to  full  double  cup-shaped,  fragrant  flowers.  A  pro¬ 
fuse  bloomer  of  sturdy  habit  of  growth. 

Polly.  A  charming  rose  of  dainty  coloring  and  prettily  formed 
buds  and  flowers.  The  buds  are  long  and  pointed — similar  in 
shape  to  the  variety  Ophelia,  but  fuller — golden  yellow  flushed 
with  pink.  The  flower  is  double,  and  high  centered,  very  frag¬ 
rant,  golden  yellow  at  the  base  of  the  petals  which  are  dainty 
pink  and  yellow.  The  stems  are  long  and  smooth  and  the  fol¬ 
iage  is  bronzy  green,  leathery  and  disease  resistant.

Angele  Pernct.  An  entirely  new  color  in  roses,  a  vivid  orange- 
flame,  shaded  deep,  fiery  apricot,  with  a  gold  suffusion  on  the 
outer  petals.  It  has  beautiful,  glossy  foliage,  and  is  a  very 
free  bloomer.  The  buds  are  beautifully  formed,  and  the  open 
flower  is  moderately  full. 

Cuba.  This  new  French  rose  is  a  glistening,  bright  vermilion- 
scarlet,  overlying  an  orange  ground.  As  a  bedding  rose  it  is 
unsurpassed,  as  the  foliage  is  a  pleasing  dark  green,  accentu¬ 
ating  the  great  brilliancy  of  the  masses  of  bloom.  The  indivi¬ 
dual  blossom  is  very  large,  fine  in  bud  form. 

DAME  EDITH  HELEN.  This  is  the  most  outstanding  new 
variety  produced  in  recent  years.  It  is  practically  a  perfect 
rose  from  any  standpoint.  The  blooms  are  large,  and  well 
formed,  with  petals  gracefully  recurving  from  a  high  pointed 
center.  The  color  is  a  rich,  deep,  glowing  pink,  a  shade  that  is 
pleasing  to  everyone.  It  holds  its  color  well  as  the  flower  ex¬ 
pands,  and  does  not  turn  “blue”  as  is  the  case  of  some  deep 
pink  roses.  In  addition  to  the  beauty  of  the  blossom,  it  is  de¬ 
liciously  fragrant;  a  few  flowers  will  scent  a  whole  room.  The 
bush  is  a  remarkably  strong  grower,  with  deep  green  leathery 
foliage,  and  it  produces  its  flowers  on  long  strong  canes,  after 
the  manner  of  an  American  beauty.

For  best  results  follow  these  planting  directions: 

PLANTING  NOTE:  Dahlias  require  a  sunny  position,  a  thorough  watering  about  once  a 
week  during  warm  weather,  and  deep  cultivation  a  day  or  two  after  each  watering.  Almost 
any  kind  of  soil  will  produce  good  dahlias,  if  properly  cared  for;  but  rotted  manure  should  be 
worked  into  the  soil  when  preparing  the  ground,  which  should  be  dug  deeply.  In  planting 
tubers,  always  lay  the  tuber  on  its  side,  never  stand  on  end.  Plant  not  less  than  two  feet  apart, 
and  about  four  inches  deep.  Each  plant  should  be  staked.  If  part  of  the  buds  are  pinched  off 
you  will  have  larger  blooms.  The  flowers  will  keep  better  if  cut  in  the  evening,  the  stems 
dipped  in  boiling  water  for  a  few  minutes  and  then  set  in  cold  water  to  harden. 

TIME  FOR  PLANTING 

As  the  dahlia  is  a  fall  blooming  flower,  it  naturally  does  not  require  early  planting  as  some 
may  suppose.  Planting  should  begin  about  the  middle  of  April  and  may  successfully  continue 
for  two  months  or  more.  Earlier  than  this,  the  ground  is  cold  and  the  tubers  may  rot.  If 
planted  when  the  ground  is  warm,  growth  is  quicker  and  more  vigorous  and  the  plants  will 
bloom  until  frost.

Abelia 

Abelia  grandiflora.  Excellent  clean  and  attractive  shrub,  5-6 
ft.  in  height.  Valuable  for  mass  planting,  or  foundation  work. 
Has  shiny,  bronzy  green  foliage,  and  a  profusion  of  pinkish 
white  blossoms  in  large  clusters.  Prefers  full  sun  or  partial 
shade.

Chiefly 
valuable  against  walls,  fences,  garages,  and  for  their 
pretty  blossoms,  which  are  very  desirable  for  cut  flowers. 

Buddleia  asiatica.  White,  fragrant  flowers  in  winter.  Branches 
slightly  pendulous,  foliage  grayish  green. 

Buddleia  farquhari.  Similar  to  B.  Asiatica,  but  the  blossom 
spikes  are  larger,  and  pale  lavender  in  color. 

Buddleia  madagascariensis.  Another  winter  blooming  variety, 
with  large  spikes  of  rich  yellow  blossoms.

Medium  sized 
shrub  with  yellowish  green  leaves  and  stems,  bearing  clusters 
of  small  cream-colored  flowers,  which  are  extremely  fragrant, 
only  at  night. 

Carissa 

Carissa  grandiflora  (Natal  Plum).  One  of  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  of  our  evergreen  shrubs.

The  use  of  Camellias  to  enhance  the  design  of  a  gar¬ 
den  immediately  lifts  that  garden  out  of  the  common¬ 
place  and  results  in  a  setting  of  unusual  beauty. 

Their  compact,  shapely  growth,  rich  glossy  foliage  and 
lovely  wax-like  blossoms  which  are  freely  produced  in 
the  winter  make  them  most  desirable  subjects  for  land¬ 
scape  planting.

Cassia  arteraesioides.  Valuable  for  its  finely  cut  silvery  foli¬ 
age,  and  deep  yellow  fragrant  flowers.  Excellent  for  dry  sunny 
locations.

Their  clean  cut  foliage  and  bright  col¬ 
ored  berries  make  them  indispensable  in  the  landscape 
planting.  As  a  rule  they  grow  best  in  a  well  drained  soil, 
where  they  will  not  be  over-watered.  We  offer  a  splen¬ 
did  assortment  all  of  which  are  perfectly  reliab'e. 

Cotoneaster  francheti.  This  variety  is  one  of  the  handsomest 
with  long  slender  arching  branches  densely  foliaged  with  oval 
silken-like  leaves,  dark  green  above,  and  silvery  below.  Bears 
quantities  of  bright  orange  berries. 

Cotoneaster  heroviana.  One  of  the  newer  varieties  and  with¬ 
out  question  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  the  berry-bearing 
shrubs.  Of  pendulous  habit,  and  the  graceful  branches  are 
well  covered  with  bluish-green  foliage.  Flowers  are  borne  in 
clusters  and  are  delicate  flesh-pink.  The  berries,  in  large  clus¬ 
ters  are  a  beautiful  holly  red  and  remain  on  the  bush  well 
through  the  winter  months. 

Cotoneaster  horizontalis.  One  of  the  best  low  growing  shrubs, 
for  the  corners  of  the  lawn,  or  wherever  a  low  spreading  shrub 
is  desired.  The  horizontal  branches  are  clothed  with  small 
bright  green  leaves,  which  turn  a  beautiful  autumn  color  in 
the  fall  months.  Flowers  pinkish  white  followed  by  bright 
red  berries  in  great  profusion.  The  plant  is  nearly  without  fol¬ 
iage  in  the  cold  weather,  but  is  well  covered  with  bernes  at  that 
time. 

Cotoneaster  microphylla.  Beautiful  shrub  two  to  four  feet 
high,  with  tiny,  round,  evergreen  foliage.  Deep-rose  colored 
berries  follow  the  clusters  of  flesh-pink  flowers.  Good  for 
massing  with  low  shrubs,  and  for  rockery  planting.  Also  if 
planted  on  the  terrace  on  either  side  of  the  steps. 

Cotoneaster  pannosa.  The  most  erect  and  tall  growing  var¬ 
iety,  with  bright  red  berries.  Branches  grow  8-10  ft.  high, 
gracefully  arched. 

Cotoneaster  salicifolia.  Very  pretty  and  graceful.  The  willowy, 
pendulous  branches  are  clothed  with  most  attractive  olive-green 
foliage.  Bright  red  berries  borne  in  autumn  and  winter. 


Cassia  Narbonensis 
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Diosma 

Diosma  ericoides.  (Breath  of  Heaven).  Small  rounded  heather¬ 
like  shrub,  bearing:  small  white  flowers  in  grreat  quantities. 
The  finely  cut  foliage  is  extremely  fragrant.  Must  have  good 
drainage. 


Dombeya 

Dombeya  wallichi.  Large-leaved,  tropical  shrub  of  rapid 
growth,  reaching  a  height  of  ten  to  twelve  feet,  round  and 
bushy,  if  well  pruned.  The  flowers  are  unusually  beautiful, 
being  shaped  like  an  eastern  Snowball,  and  a  clear  bright  pink 
in  color.  They  are  produced  on  drooping  stems,  blooming  in 
the  Winter.  Will  not  stand  much  frost. 


Duranta 

Duranta  plumieri.  (Golden-dew-drop).  An  attractive  and  use¬ 
ful  strong-growing  shrub,  with  glossy  green  leaves.  The  flowers 
are  borne  in  drooping  racemes  toward  the  end  of  the  branches 
and  are  a  beautiful  sky-blue.  Waxy  golden  yellow  berries  follow 
the  flowers,  and  are  carried  well  through  the  winter.  The  shrub 
is  tall  growing,  and  unless  trimmed  will  attain  a  height  of 
20  to  25  feet.  Adapted  to  almost  any  soil. 

Duranta  plumieri.  (variegated).  Same  as  the  above,  with 
beautifully  variegated  leaves,  golden  yellow  and  green.

Eleagnus 

(OLEASTER) 

Eleagnus  pungens  reflexa.  Highly  ornamental  shrub,  with 
attractive  foliage.  Of  spreading  habit,  growing  about  four  feet 
high  ;  leaves  are  quite  large,  with  waxy  margin,  smooth  above 
except  for  numerous  small,  waxy,  brown  specks,  and  silvery 
beneath.  This  coloring  gives  it  a  very  striking  appearance. 
Works  in  well  with  other  shrubbery,  or  makes  a  good  speci¬ 
men. 

Erica 

(HEATHER) 

Most  of  the  Ericas  are  rather  particular  about  soil  and 
moisture  conditions,  and  there  are  many  places,  especial¬ 
ly  in  the  vicinity  of  Los  Angeles,  where  they  do  not  suc¬ 
ceed.  While  they  do  not  necessarily  require  a  light  soil, 
the  drainage  must  be  good,  and  the  soil  should  not  be 
alkaline. 

Erica  melanthera.  Our  most  popular  Heather,  succeeding 
more  generally,  and  is  a  fine  winter  bloomer,  being  covered  in 
the  fall  and  winter,  with  tiny  pink  flowers. 

Erica  mediterranean  More  compact  growing  than  the  above, 
with  darker  foliage,  and  deep  rose  colored  flowers  in  early 
spring. 

Escallonia 

Useful  shrubs  from  South  America,  well  adapted  to 
our  locality.  Medium  tall,  of  a  loose,  spreading  habit. 
Their  attractive  flowers  contrast  beautifully  with  the 
glossy,  dark  green  foliage.  Splendid  for  massing  in 
groups  or  even  in  hedges.  Well  adapted  to  heavy  soil. 
Six  to  eight  feet  in  height. 

Escallonia  langleyensis.  The  most  graceful  of  the  gTOup,  with 
smaller  leaves,  and  pretty  clusters  of  pink  flowers. 

Escallonia  montevidensis.  Produces  large  masses  of  snowy 
white  flowers  in  great  profusion. 

Escallonia  rosea.  Dark  green  foliage,  and  clear  pink  blos¬ 
soms. 

Escallonia  rubra.  Shrub  of  smaller  growth  than  the  rest, 
with  red  flowers,  and  dark  foliage. 

Eugenia 

Attractive  shrubs,  or  small  trees,  having  creamy  white 
flowers,  formed  like  English  Myrtle  only  much  larger, 
followed  by  purplish  red  fruits  in  great  profusion.  The 
foliage  is  bronzy  red  when  young,  and  a  deep  shiny 
green  when  developed.  They  are  strong  growers  and 
lend  themselves  well  to  formal  gardens,  as  they  trim 
into  any  desired  shape.  They  are  also  good  in  pots  or 
tubs,  and  will  grow  in  the  sun,  or  partial  shade. 

Eugenia  hookeri.  Foliage  and  fruit  larger  than  E.  myrtifolia, 
and  not  so  dense,  unless  trimmed,  but  like  boxwood,  stands 
trimming  and  is  taking  the  place  of  Bay  trees  for  specimen 
plants. 

Eugenia  myrtifolia.  Very  dense  in  growth,  sometimes  used 
for  hedges,  for  which  it  is  a  beautiful  subject.  Also  makes 
neat,  trimmed  specimens. 

Euonymus 

The  evergreen  sorts  of  Euonymus  are  grown  for  their 
handsome  foliage,  which  varies  considerably  and  includes 
many  variegated  forms.  They  are  extremely  hardy,  and 
will  grow  in  shady  or  sunny  positions,  but  under  some 
conditions,  the  foliage  is  quite  subject  to  mildew.  They 
are  all  of  compact  growth,  and  can  be  trimmed  into 
many  different  shapes. 

Euonymus  japonica.  Foliage  deep  glossy  green,  without  varie¬ 
gation. 

Euonymous  japonica  aurea.  Foliage  shiny  green,  with  golden 
center. 

Euonymus  japonica  aurea  marginata.  Similar  to  above,  with 
leaves  green  in  center,  and  margined  gold. 

Euonymus  japonica  albo-variegata.  Leaves  silvery  around  the 
edges. 

Euonymus  japonica  Due  d’  Anjou.  Leaves  large,  beautifully 
marked  creamy  yellow  and  green. 

Euonymus  japonica  mariginata  rosea.  Foliage  with  an  at¬ 
tractive  creamy  white  border,  turning  to  a  blush  pink  color. 
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Fabiana 

Fabiana  imbricata.  When  properly  grown,  this  makes  a  very 
beautiful  heather-like  shrub,  covered  with  white,  bell  shaped 
flowers.  Becomes  weedy  in  appearance  if  neglected,  grows  4 
to  5  ft.  high. 

Feijoa 

(Pronounced:  Fay-Zho-A) 

Feijoa  sellowiana  (Pineapple  Guava).  Beautiful  shrub,  8  to  10 
feet  high,  with  shiny  foliage,  deep  green  above,  and  silvery 
beneath.  Flowers  attractive  with  white  petals,  purplish  be¬ 
neath,  and  bright  red  stamens.  Fruit  the  size  of  an  egg,  and 
delicious.  Very  hardy,  and  drought  resistant,  although  will 
grow  where  there  is  much  moisture,  if  well  drained. 

Fuchsia 

For  shaded  and  semi-shaded  locations,  few  plants  are 
so  satisfactory,  or  produce  as  attractive  a  color  display  as 
Fuchsias.  They  will  stand  a  wetter  soil  condition  than 
any  other  flowering  shrub  we  know.  Give  them  a  deep, 
well  loosened  soil  where  plenty  of  leafmold  or  peat  has 
been  used,  for  best  results.  You  will  be  more  than  re¬ 
paid  for  a  little  extra  care.  We  have  a  large  variety,  list¬ 
ing  here  only  a  few.

Bears  showy,  fragrant  yellow  flowers  throughout  the 
season.  Thrives  in  almost  any  soil. 

Genista  monosperma.  (Bridalveil  Broom).  Very  graceful 
shrub,  with  grayish  green,  slender  and  drooping  branches,  and 
almost  no  leaves.  Covered  with  showers  of  white  flowers  in  the 
spring.  Adapted  only  to  soil  that  is  perfectly  drained,  in  a 
sunny  position. 

Genista  racemosa.  (Cytisus  racemosa).  Growth  is  more  flat 
and  spreading,  the  flowers  larger,  and  in  great  masses,  placed 
more  at  the  ends  of  the  branches.  One  of  the  best  of  the 
Genistas.

Grevillea 

The  genus  Grevillea,  a  native  of  Australia,  is  adapted 
admirably  to  California,  if  the  soil  is  inclined  to  be  dry. 

Grevillea  banksi.  Attains  a  height  of  6  to  8  feet,  with  at¬ 
tractive  foliage,  much  like  the  well-known  tree  Grevillea  ro- 
busta,  or  "Silk  Oak”.  One  of  the  showiest  shrubs  of  our  en¬ 
tire  collection  and  will  be  much  planted  as  soon  as  well  known. 
Flowers  are  in  large  clusters,  plume  like  and  a  beautiful  shade 
of  crimson.  Will  stand  more  shade  and  moisture  than  G. 
thelemanniana. 

Grevillea  thelemanniana.  Sometimes  called  “Hummingbird 
Bush”.  A  dainty  graceful  shrub,  of  bushy  habit,  growing  to  a 
height  of  5  or  6  feet.  Foliage  feathery,  having  a  needle-like 
appearance.

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Hakea 

Australian  shrubs,  enduring  poor  soil  and  drought. 
Generally  with  peculiarly  shaped  foliage  and  attractive 
flowers. 

Hakea  suaveoleus.  Rounded  bush,  with  sharp  needle-like 
leaves,  at  a  distance  resembling  a  Cypress.  Grows  to  a  height 
of  15  feet,  but  can  be  trimmed  into  any  desired  size.  Small 
white  flowers,  with  a  sweet  fragrance. 

Hakea  laurina.  Large  shrub  or  small  tree,  with  leaves  like 
a  Eucalyptus.  Flowers  form  large  red  balls,  with  protruding 
white  stamens.  A  very  striking  subject  for  lawn  or  driveway 
planting. 

Hibiscus 

Showy  plants  with  attractive  large  Hollyhock-like 
flowers  throughout  the  year.  They  are  somewhat  tender, 
and  may  be  nipped  by  frost  in  the  colder  sections  but 
the  roots  are  extremely  persistant,  and  new  shoots  will 
start  early  in  the  spring  and  will  bear  beautiful  flowers 
the  same  season.  One  of  our  most  colorful  shrubs,  and 
should  be  planted  much  more  freely.  Requires  plenty  of 
moisture,  and  sunshine  for  best  results. 

Aurantiacus.  Double  orange-yellow,  with  crimson  veining  in 
petals. 

Double  Crimson.  Large  double  rosy-crimson. 

Double  Scarlet.  Very  bright  and  showy  blossoms  of  clear 
scarlet  color.  Foliage  clean  and  shining. 

Peachblow.  Flowers,  double ;  delicate  rose  with  salmon  shad¬ 
ings. 

Psyche.  Distinct  in  foliage  and  flower.  Foliage  smaller,  deep 
green  and  glossy.  Flowers  small,  with  ruffled  crepe-like  texture, 
bright  scarlet ;  very  showy  and  free-flowering.  Fine  for  speci¬ 
mens  or  hedges. 

Single  Yellow.  Delicately  colored  flowers;  apricot- yellow,  with 
crimson  veinings,  shading  to  a  crimson  center,  the  whole 
having  an  effect  of  a  large  salmon-colored  blossom. 

Single  Pink.  Another  rare  form,  with  clear  pink  flowers,  of 
medium  size,  very  freely  produced  on  a  robust  plant.  The 
stems,  branches,  midribs  and  veins  of  the  foliage  are  bronzy 
red  color,  making  a  beautiful  bush. 

Single  Scarlet.  The  showiest  of  all  ;  very  large  flowers  of  the 
brightest  scarlet. 

White  Wings.  A  most  dainty  and  beautiful  hibiscus.  The 
large  flowers  are  pure  snowy  white,  with  crimson  veining  at 
the  base  of  petals,  merging  to  a  deep  crimson  throat.  A  rare 
and  desirable  sort. 


Hydrangea 

Very  ornamental  shrubs,  which  bear  quantities  of 
flowers,  in  large  round  clusters,  through  late  spring  and 
summer.  The  bush  is  rounded  in  shape,  with  glossy 
leaves,  and  grows  about  five  feet  high.  Thrives  best 
in  a  rich,  porous  soil,  in  shaded  positions. 

Hydrangea  otsaksa  monstrosa.  A  very  large  flowered,  deep 
rose-pink  variety.  In  some  soils  the  flowers  will  be  blue. 

Hypericum 

(COLD  FLOWER) 

Useful  shrubs  for  various  places  such  as  banks,  shrub¬ 
bery  borders,  foundation  plantings,  and  filling  in  around 
larger  shrubs.  They  are  not  particular  about  soil  con¬ 
ditions,  and  will  grow  either  in  the  sun  or  shade. 

Hypericum  moserianum.  Low  growing :  makes  compact  little 
shrub  3  feet  high,  and  2  to  3  feet  across.  Bears  numerous, 
large,  bright  golden-yellow  flowers  all  through  the  summer. 

Hypericum  patulum  henryi.  Vigorous  upright  growing,  with 
bluish  cast  to  foliage.  Flowers  deep  golden-yellow. 

Ilex 

(HOLLY) 

Ilex  aquifolium.  (English  Holly).  This,  with  its  prickly,  glossy 
green  foliage,  and  beautiful  berries,  will  succeed  admirably  in 
Southern  California,  if  planted  in  a  shaded  location,  in  porous 
soil. 

Dutch  Holly.  A  variety  of  the  above,  with  foliage  mostly 
without  spines.  Seems  to  be  hardier  here  than  the  prickly- 
leafed  sorts.  Makes  a  very  beautiful  specimen. 


lochroma 

Iochroma  lanceolata.  Tropical  shrub,  similar  to  the  Cestrum. 
Grows  bushy,  4  to  8  feet  high.  Flowers  tube  shaped,  3  to  4 
inches  long,  rich  deep  purple,  and  borne  in  large  clusters. 

Iochroma  fuchsioides.  A  variety  with  crimson  flowers. 

Jacobinia 

Rare  shrubs,  or  sub-shrubs,  particularly  desirable  be¬ 
cause  they  will  grow  and  bloom  in  fairly  shady  places, 
if  given  good  drainage,  and  plenty  of  water.  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  very  showy,  tube-shaped,  borne  in  dense  terminal 
spikes.  Will  not  stand  freezing.  They  should  be 
trimmed  after  flowering  in  order  to  insure  further  blos¬ 
soming. 

Jacobinia  camea.  Large  deeply  veined  leaves,  and  bright 
pink  flowers.  Grows  3  feet  in  height. 

Jacobinia  coccinia.  Leaves  large,  shiny,  with  reddish  veins. 
Flowers  red.  Height  3  to  4  feet. 

Lagunaria 

Lagunaria  pattersoni.  Shrub  or  small  tree  from  Australia. 
Bears  large,  pink  hollyhock-like  flowers,  which  contrast  beau¬ 
tifully  with  the  gray-green  foliage.  Tree  makes  a  good  speci¬ 
men,  but  unless  judiciously  pruned,  it  will  become  rather  shabby 
in  appearance. 

Lantana 

Lantana  camara.  One  of  our  most  useful  flowering  shrubs. 
They  bloom  continuously,  furnishing  color  almost  the  entire 
year.  Can  be  supplied  in  both  dwarf  (18-24  inches),  and  tall, 
(3  to  6  feet).  The  tall  are  most  useful  for  hedges,  large  speci¬ 
men  shrubs,  and  for  covering  fences,  etc. ;  the  dwarf  for  bor¬ 
ders.  and  beds,  or  as  low  shrubs.  AH'  must  be  grown  in  a 
sunny  position. 

Dwarf  or  tall:  Orange,  yellow,  pink,  red  and  yellow,  and 
white. 

Leonotis 

Leonotis  leonurus.  (Lions  Tail).  Fast  growing  Bhrub.  3-4  ft. 
in  height.  Narrow  hairy  leaves,  and  dense  whorls  of  burnt- 
orange,  tube-shaped  flowers  thickly  set  on  the  stems.  A  very 
showy  subject  for  winter  blooming.  Plant  in  the  sun.  Needs 
cutting  back  each  year,  after  flowering. 

Leptospermum 

Leptospermum  laevigatum.  (Australian  Tea  Tree).  A  strong 
growing  spreading  shrub,  with  graceful  drooping  branchlets 
and  small  glaucous  leaves.  Bears  quantities  of  pretty  white 
flowers,  with  pinkish  centers.  This  should  not  be  planted  where 
there  is  danger  of  too  much  water. 

Libonia 

(JACOBINIA) 

Libonia  floribunda.  A  most  interesting  little  shrub  for  the 
rockery,  fern  bed,  or  border  planting.  The  foliage  is  a  soft, 
glossy,  deep  green,  and  the  flowers  are  orange  yellow,  with 
red  shadings,  tubular  in  shape  and  are  borne  in  the  early 
spring. 

Grows  2  to  3  feet  high. 

Ligustrum 

(PRIVET) 

Grows  in  almost  any  kind  of  soil,  and  even  in  dry 
locations,  and  somewhat  shaded  positions.  Desirable  for 
hedges  and  specimens.  Can  be  closely  trimmed. 

Ligustrum  henryi.  We  believe  this  will  become  one  of  the 
most  popular  of  the  privet  family  for  both  hedges  and  speci¬ 
mens  when  better  known.  The  dark,  glossy,  small  foliage  is 
very  dense,  and  the  plant  lends  itself  well  to  trimming. 

Ligustrum  japonicum.  (Japanese  privet).  Large  shnib  or  tree. 
Foliage  dark  green,  large.  For  a  tall  hedge  this  is  the  best 
variety.  Also  makes  a  specimen  tree  for  parkways. 

Ligustrum  nepalense.  (Nepal  Privet).  This  is  the  best  vari¬ 
ety,  for  a  hedge  from  18  inches  to  5  feet.  Has  small,  light 
green  foliage,  very  dense,  and  does  not  become  woody. 

Ligustrum  ovalifolium.  (Golden  California  Privet).  Large 
shrub  of  upright  habit  with  golden  leaves.  For  specimens  or 
shrubbery  grouping,  it  is  very  good,  although  the  planting  of 
this  has  been  rather  overdone  in  recent  years. 
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Lippia 

Lippia  citriodora.  (Lemon  Verbena).  Well  known,  old  fav¬ 
orite  shrub,  grown  for  its  delightfully  fragrant  foliage  and 
attractive  spikes  of  small  white  flowers.  Almost  deciduous. 

Lonicera 

Lonicera  nitida.  (Bush  Honeysuckle).  Small  shrub  for  hedges 
or  borders,  with  small  closely  set  foliage.  Must  be  kept  well 
trimmed,  or  it  becomes  straggly. 

Laurus — Laurocerasus 

(LAUREL) 

Laurocerasus  officinalis.  (English  Laurel).  Handsome,  dense 
shrub,  growing  8-10  feet  high,  or  may  be  trimmed  into  any 
desired  size.  The  foliage  is  broad,  large,  and  a  very  shiny  deep 
green.  This  makes  a  wonderful  tub  specimen,  and  trimmed  as 
standards,  they  are  unusually  effective.  Not  suitable  to  hot 
dry  situations,  preferring  well  drained,  porous  soil,  and  partial 
shade. 

Laurocerasus  lusitanica.  (Portugal  Laurel).  Similar  in  habit 
to  English  Laurel,  but  the  leaves  are  not  so  large,  darker 
green,  and  have  serrated  edges.  Bears  large  panicles  of  fra¬ 
grant,  small  white  flowers. 

Laurocerasus  caroliniana.  (Carolina  Cherry).  Shrub  or  small 
tree  to  25  feet,  but  may  be  kept  smaller.  Attractive  shiny  fo¬ 
liage,  and  black  fruits.  Used  for  massing,  foundation  plantings 
or  specimens.  Requires  plenty  of  moisture,  but  good  drainage. 

Mahonia 

(BERBERIS) 

Mahonia  aquifolium.  (Oregon  Grape).  Grows  from  3  to  5 
feet  high,  with  dark  green  holly-like  leaves  which  become  cop¬ 
pery  purple  during  winter  months.  Yellow  flowers  in  large  clus¬ 
ters  appear  in  spring  followed  by  blue-black  berries.  Thrives  in 
most  any  soil,  but  is  best  suited  to  shady  locations  with  ample 
moisture  and  good  drainage. 

Melaleuca 

Sometimes  called  Bottle-brush.  Quick  growing,  hardy 
shrubs,  of  graceful  habit  and  attractive  feathery  foliage. 
The  Flowers  appear  around  the  stems,  resembling  a  bot¬ 
tle-brush.  Suited  to  rather  dry,  sunny  locations. 

Melaleuca  armillaris.  Long,  slender,  drooping  branches,  nar¬ 
row,  soft  green  leaves.  Grows  to  15  feet  in  height.  Flowers 
creamy  white. 

Melaleuca  decussata.  While  barked,  slender  drooping  branches, 
and  small  bluish-green  leaves.  Flowers  lavender  10-12  feet. 

Melaleuca  hypericifolia.  The  brightest  flowering  of  the  Mela¬ 
leucas.  Flowers  scarlet,  large.  Leaves  bright  green,  roundish. 
Shrub  of  erect  habit,  about  ten  feet  in  height. 

Melaleuca  nesophila.  Large,  bushy,  up  to  15  feet  in  height. 
Leaves  similar  to  Leptospermum.  Flowers  like  lilac  balls,  at 
the  ends  of  branchlets,  instead  of  around  the  stems  as  in  other 
species. 

Myrtus 

Attractive  shrubs,  with  rather  small,  very  aromatic 
leaves.  Flowers  are  small,  white  with  numerous  stamens, 
followed  in  the  fall  by  black  berries.  Rather  low  grow¬ 
ing  and  very  compact,  they  make  fine  specimens  and 
are  well  suited  for  hedges.  Will  grow  in  hot,  rather  dry 
climates,  but  can  stand  plenty  of  moisture  if  the  soil  is 
well  drained. 

Myrtus  communis.  (Roman  Myrtle).  Grows  to  8  feet  in  height, 
if  not  pruned. 

Myrtus  communis.  Variegated  leafed  form  of  above. 

Myrtus  microphylla.  This  variety  has  smaller  leaves,  and  is 
lower,  more  compact  in  growth. 

Nandina 

Nandina  domestica.  (Heavenly  Bamboo).  Native  of  Japan. 
Dwarf  shrub,  of  upright  growth,  with  reed-like  stems.  Ever¬ 
green  foliage,  tinged  with  red,  becoming  bright  red  in  fall  and 
winter.  Bears  large  panicles  of  small  white  flowers,  and  bright 
red  berries.  Excellent  for  foundation  plantings,  and  specimens 
for  sun  or  part  shade.

Nerium 

(OLEANDER) 

Nerium  oleander.  An  excellent  shrub,  or  small  tree  for  all 
parts  of  Southern  California  doing  especially  well  in  hot,  dry 
places.  Blooms  almost  continuously  large  clusters  of  single  or 
double  fragrant  flowers,  making  a  very  showy  subject,  for  speci¬ 
men,  or  for  street  and  driveway  plantings. 

Single.  White,  Rose,  Light  Pink,  and  Red. 

Double.  White,  Rose,  and  Salmon. 

Osteomeles 

Osteomeles  schwerinae.  Low,  bushy,  with  fine  feathery.  Aca¬ 
cia  like  leaves,  thorny  stems,  and  bears  small  white  flowers 
and  bluish-black  berries,  said  to  be  edible.  Grows  2  to  3  feet 
in  height  making  a  fine  plant  for  border  specimens.  Prefers 
a  rather  dry  location,  and  plenty  of  sun. 

Pimelia 

Pimelia  ferruginea.  A  low,  compact  bush.  2-3  feet  high, 
rounded  leaves  small,  opposite,  and  placed  like  a  Veronica. 
Bears  numerous  heads  of  bright  pink  flowers.  This  is  an  un¬ 
usually  beautiful,  and  rare  plant,  and  should  be  freely  planted 
wherever  it  will  succeed.  It  will  not  grow  in  a  heavy  soil  that 
is  not  well  drained. 


Pittosporum 

For  group  plantings  or  for  specimen  shrubs,  or  for 
furnishing  backgrounds,  the  many  different  kinds  of 
Pittosporums  are  not  surpassed.  They  all  have  attractive 
foliage,  of  various  sizes  and  shades  of  green.  Some  have 
very  fragrant  flowers.  They  grow  especially  well  in  the 
coastal  belt  in  Southern  California. 

Pittosporum  crassifolium.  Tall  growing  shrub,  10  to  15  feet, 
with  dense,  gray-green  foliage. 

Pittosporum  eugenoides.  Small  tree,  to  15  feet,  or  may  be 
trained  as  shrub.  Has  pretty  yellowish  green  foliage.  Makes 
a  fine  hedge. 

Pittosporum  nigricans.  (P.  tenuifolium) .  Growth  similar  to 
P.  eugenoides,  leaves  smaller,  darker  green,  and  the  stems 
and  branches  are  brownish-black. 

Pittosporum  phillyraeoides.  (Willow  Pittosporum).  A  graceful 
weeping  small  tree,  up  to  20  feet  in  height.  Foliage  long,  nar¬ 
row,  and  curving. 

Pittosporum  rhombifolium.  Small  symmetrical  tree  up  to  25 
feet  in  height.  Excellent  for  street  planting,  or  can  be  trained 
as  a  shrub.  Bears  large  bunches  of  white  flowers  followed  by 
waxy  orange  berries,  which  are  very  ornamental. 

Pittosporum  tobira.  Forms  a  dense,  globular  shrub  six  feet 
in  height.  Has  large,  glossy,  stiff  leaves,  and  very  fragrant 
white  flowers.  Very  hardy  and  drouth  resistant. 

Pittosporum  tobira  variegata.  A  variety  with  foliage  prettily 
variegated  creamy  white. 

Pittosporum  undulatum.  Makes  an  attractive  symmetrical 
tree,  or  can  be  kept  in  shrub  form  ;  also  makes  a  splendid 
hedge  plant.  Leaves  are  large,  wavy  margined,  and  rich  green. 
Flowers  very  fragrant. 

Pittosporum  viridiflorum.  Resembles  P.  tobira,  but  is  taller, 
with  larger  foliage  and  lighter  green.  Flowers  greenish,  fra¬ 
grant.  Withstands  moist  soil. 
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Pleroma 

Pleroma  splendens.  (Tibouchina  semidecandra).  Glory-bush,  or 
Princess  Flower,  from  Brazil.  We  know  of  no  shrub  with 
more  delightful  foliage  and  flowers  for  planting  in  the  more 
protected  spots  in  Southern  California.  It  grows  six  to  eight 
feet  high,  and  has  soft  velvety  foliage  of  a  rich  deep  green 
turning  bronze  in  the  fall.  But  it  is  the  flower  that  is  the 
crowning  glory ;  a  rich  royal-purple,  3  inches  across.  The  bush 
is  a  free  bloomer  and  should  have  a  warm  location.  Will  grow 
in  partial  shade. 

Polygala 

The  Polygalas,  native  of  the  temperate  zone  of  North 
America,  are  well  suited  to  our  California  climatic  con¬ 
ditions.  Worthy  of  a  place  in  every  garden,  especially 
useful  in  the  border  of  flowering  shrubs.  They  prefer  a 
light  soil,  and  plenty  of  sunshine. 

Polygala  apepotetala.  Slender,  upright  shrub,  to  ten  feet  in 
height.  Flowers  purple,  and  very  attractive.  Best  as  a  back¬ 
ground  for  low  shrubbery. 

Polygala  dalmaisiana.  One  of  the  most  continuously  blooming 
shrubs  in  California.  Much  of  the  time  the  plants  are  entirely 
covered  with  flowers,  which  are  magenta-pink,  tipped  with 
white.  Low  and  bushy  in  habit,  reaches  four  feet  in  height. 

Prunus 

Prunus  ilicifolia.  (Mountain  Cherry).  Bush  of  dense  growth, 
native  of  the  mountains  of  Southern  California.  Well  adapted 
to  hillside  plantings,  for  massing  or  as  specimen  shrubs.  Dark 
glossy  green,  roundish  foliage  with  prickly  edges,  resembling 
holly. 

Prunus  lyoni.  (F.  integrifolia — Catalina  Cherry).  Large  shrub, 
or  small  tree  of  erect  pyramidal  growth  ;  Foliage  similar  to 
above,  except  larger,  and  not  so  prickly.  Bears  purple  plums, 
the  size  of  a  large  cherry.  Fine  specimen  either  as  a  shrub  or 
tree. 

Punica 

(POMEGRANATE) 

Punica  granatum  nana.  (Dwarf  Pomegranate).  One  of  the 
best  plants  we  know,  for  border  work  or  for  miniature  speci¬ 
mens.  Plants  very  dwarf,  compact  and  bushy  and  are  almost 
always  covered  with  large  bright  red  blossoms  and  fruit  which 
present  a  beautiful  and  striking  appearance.  May  be  grown  in 
pots  for  decorative  plants  if  kept  out  of  doors  or  on  the  porch. 

Pyracantha 

(FIRETHORN) 

These  are  of  special  value  as  ornamental  shrubs;  their 
profusion  of  bloom  during  the  early  spring,  and  their 
brightly  colored  berries,  carried  well  through  the  winter 
make  them  very  attractive  subjects.  They  should  only 
be  planted  in  a  sunny  position,  where  there  is  no  danger 
of  overwatering. 

Pyracantha  angustifolia.  Has  narrow  gray-green  leaves,  and 
bright  orange-yellow  berries. 

Pyracantha  crenulata.  Dense  grower,  with  slender  deep  green 
foliage,  and  slender,  thorny  branches.  Berries  are  a  deep  crim¬ 
son,  and  glossy.  Will  stand  partial  shade. 

Pyracantha  formosiana.  The  most  showy  of  all  the  Pyracan- 
thas.  Compact  in  growth,  with  small,  bright  green  leaves. 
Bears  berries  of  the  brightest  Christmas-red  in  enormous 
masses,  during  fall  and  winter. 

Pyracantha  lalandi.  Foliage  larger  than  the  others,  and  the 
plant  is  very  robust  in  growth.  Berries  large,  in  masses, 
bright  orange-scarlet. 

Pyracantha  yunnanensis.  A  form  of  P.  crenulata  of  lower, 
spreading  growth,  and  larger,  glossy  foliage.  Berries  large, 
slightly  flattened,  borne  in  great  profusion.  They  are  very 
glossy  and  bright  red. 

Raphiolepis 

Raphiolepis  umbellata  (ovata).  Beautiful  broad,  dark  green¬ 
leaved  shrub,  growing  about  five  feet  in  height.  Covered  in 
summer  with  large  clusters  of  pinkish  white  flowers,  followed 
by  shiny  black  berries.  Makes  a  desirable  specimen,  of  rather 
slow  growth. 

Rhamnus 

Rhamnus  californica.  (California  Coffee-berry — Cascara). 
Hardy  shrub  with  glossy,  aromatic  leaves,  and  berries  shaped 
like  Coffee  berries,  yellow  before  ripe,  turning  to  brownish 
purple.  Fine  for  massing  on  hillside  plantings. 


Rhododendron 

(HARDY  RHODODENDRON) 

A  most  profuse  blooming  variety,  succeeding  admir¬ 
ably  in  Southern  California,  in  a  shaded  position,  in  soil 
containing  plenty  of  leaf  mold.  In  rockeries,  or  under 
oak  trees  on  northern  slopes,  and  in  canyons,  they  are 
beautiful. 

Rhus 

Rhus  ovata.  Low  native  shrub,  with  thick,  roundish  leaves, 
somewhat  resembling  a  dwarf  oak.  Fine  for  hillside  massing, 
or  specimens.  Very  drouth  resistant. 

Rosmarinus 

Rosmarinus  officinalis.  (Rosemary).  A  hardy  shrub,  with  nar¬ 
row,  dark  green  leaves,  silvery  beneath,  which  are  very  aro¬ 
matic,  and  used  for  seasoning. 

Russellia 

Russellia  lemoini.  (Coral  Plant,  Fountain  Plant).  A  drooping 
plant,  very  satisfactory  for  baskets,  window  boxes,  rockeries, 
or  around  pools.  The  small,  wiry  branches  are  reddish  in  color, 
covered  with  tiny  bronzy  foliage,  and  quantities  of  coral-red, 
tubular  flowers. 

Sollya 

Sollya  heterophylla.  (Australian  Bluebell).  Low  growing, 
sometimes  trailing  shrub  with  dark  green  leaves,  and  wiry 
stems.  Bears  quantities  of  dark  blue,  bell-shaped  flowers.  May 
be  kept  compact  and  bushy  by  frequent  trimming.  Excellent 
for  a  border  in  this  shape. 

Streptosolen 

Streptosolen  jamesoni.  One  of  those  floriferous  shrubs  that 
make  Southern  California  plantings  so  bright  and  colorful. 
Half  climbing  or  rounded  in  form,  and  bears  masses  of  rich 
orange-red,  and  golden  flowers,  almost  continuously.  Will  not 
stand  much  frost. 

Veronica 

Shrubs  of  medium  size,  and  roundish  compact  form. 
Flowers  are  borne  in  spikes,  and  the  leaves  are  oval,  and 
opposite,  thickly  set  on  the  stems.  Very  attractive  for 
specimens,  grouping  or  for  borders  and  hedges.  Adapted 
to  most  any  soil  condition,  and  exposure,  although  par¬ 
ticularly  to  regions  near  the  coast. 

Veronica  andersoni.  Leaves  long,  flowers  violet  blue,  in  long 
spikes.  About  4  feet  in  height.  There  is  also  a  variegated¬ 
leaved  form  of  this  species. 

Veronica  elliptica.  (V.  decussata).  Rather  dwarf,  leaves 
rounded,  medium  sized.  Flowers  large,  deep  blue. 

Veronica  imperialis.  Strong  grower,  leaves  large,  with  purple- 
red  veins.  Flowers  deep  wine-color. 

Veronica  lewisi.  Taller  and  more  upright  in  habit.  Will  make 
a  splendid  compact  shrub  up  to  six  feet  in  height.  Flowers 
pale  blue. 

Veronica  salicifolia  var.  carnea.  One  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  genus,  with  narrow,  dark  green,  glossy  leaves,  and  long 
slender  spikes  of  bright  rose-pink  flowers.  Grows  about  4  feet 
high,  compact. 

Veronica  traversi.  A  dwarf  variety,  and  the  best  for  border 
work.  Leaves  similar  to  boxwood,  very  closely  set.  Flowers 
dainty  white. 

Veronica  glaucaphylla.  A  small  leaved,  low  growing  variety, 
with  bluish  foliage. 

Veronica  chathamica.  A  prostrate,  spreading  form  with  small 
light  green  foliage. 

Viburnum 

Viburnum  suspensum.  (V.  sandankwa).  Attains  a  height  of 
12  feet  at  times,  and  is  very  luxuriant  and  bushy  in  growth. 
Its  large,  heavily  veined  dark  green  leaves  are  borne  very 
close  together,  making  it  very  desirable  for  specimens,  or  mass 
planting.  Bears  clusters  of  white  blossoms.  Will  stand  a  fairly 
moist  location,  even  in  partial  shade. 

Viburnum  tinus  (Laurustinus).  Large  or  medium  sized  shrub, 
with  medium  sized,  very  dark  green  leaves.  Flowers  are  borne 
in  large,  flat  clusters,  and  vary  from  white  to  rosy  pink,  with 
a  peculiar  fragrance  ;  followed  by  black  berries.  Splendid  hedge 
or  trimmed  specimen. 
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DECIDUOUS  SHRUBS 

This  class  of  shrubs  has  been  too  little  planted  in  California.  So  many  want  evergreen  trees 
and  shrubs  and  fail  to  remember  that  these  deciduous  varieties  make  up  in  the  spring  and 
summer  for  their  bare  branches  in  winter,  by  furnishing  our  gardens  with  flowers  in  unlimited 
quantities.  Of  course  there  are  a  few  months  (not  more  than  three)  that  they  are  bare,  but 
the  beautiful  fresh  spring  foliage  which  is  nearly  always  accompanied  with  myriads  of  flowers, 
more  than  repays  for  this  short  period,  which  is  during  the  winter  months.  Nearly  all  of  the 
deciduous  varieties  are  hardy  and  will  thrive  in  our  climate. 

Do  not  fail  to  plant  a  collection  in  some  part  of  your  garden  or  you  will  lose  many  of  the 
better  flowering  shrubs. 

NOTE:  Most  all  varieties  of  deciduous  shrubs  require  a  good  bit  of  pruning  and  for  best 
results  this  should  be  done  immediately  after  the  flowering  season,  as  the  blossoms  of  the 
following  year  will  be  borne  on  the  wood  produced  by  the  summer  growth. 

Philadelphus 

(MOCK  ORANGE — SWEET  SYRINCA) 

Hardy  strong  growing  shrub  with  white  flowers  usual¬ 
ly  appearing  in  June  and  often  quite  fragrant. 

Philadelphus  coronarius.  (Garland  Mock  Orange).  Free  flower¬ 
ing  upright  growing  shrub  with  exquisitely  fragrant  single 
white  flowers,  borne  in  clusters. 

Philadelphus  virginal.  A  beautiful  form,  with  large,  semi¬ 
double  flowers,  in  great  arching  sprays.  Very  fragrant.  It 
blooms  intermittantly  all  summer.

Female  trees  covered  with  clusters  of  rosy-pink  ber¬ 
ries  during  the  winter  season.  It  thrives  well  with  little  care.

Acer 

Acer  dasycarpum.  (Silver  Maple).  A  native  of  North  America. 
Branches  brownish  gray  with  large  leaves  which  are  bright 
green  above  and  silvery  gray  on  the  reverse  side  and  are  5 
lobed.  A  valuable  tree  for  parks  and  larger  gardens ;  thrives 
best  in  moist  places  in  sandy  soil. 

Acer  platanoides.  (Platanus  or  Sycamore  Maple — Pointed

Betula 

Betula  alba.  (White  Birch).  Native  of  Europe.  Well  liked  and 
much  planted  tree  of  great  beauty ;  very  ornamental  and  pic¬ 
turesque  among  other  trees,  because  of  their  silvery  white, 
paper-like  bark.  Upright  graceful  tree  with  dull  green,  and  in 
early  spring,  may-green  foliage. 

Catalpa 

Catalpa  bungei.  (Bunge’s  Trumpet  Tree).  Attractive  because 
of  its  compact  form  of  crown  over  a  single  straight  stem.

Fraxinus 

Fraxinus  velutina.  (Arizona  Ash).  This  species  grows  most 
anywhere.

Ginkgo 

Ginkgo  biloba.  (Maiden  Hair  Tree).  Native  of  China  and 
Japan.  Foliage  the  same  shape  as  the  leaflets  of  the  Maiden 
Hair  Fern,  from  which  its  name  is  derived.  Upright  tree  of 
graceful  appearance.  This  is  the  tree  left  from  the  tertiary 
period  thousands  of  years  ago,  when  it  inhabited  the  whole 
northern  hemisphere.  Useful  for  solitaires  in  lawn  and  gardens, 
where  it  will  stand  out  through  its  interesting  peculiar  foliage. 

Liriodendron 

Liriodendron  tulipifera.  (Tulip  Tree).  Native  of  North 
America.  A  beautiful  sight  when  in  bloom.  Of  slender  ap¬ 
pearance,  upright  growth  and  very  large  leaves  2  to  3  inches 
wide,  similar  to  the  sycamore  leaves,  of  a  bright  green.  Flowers 
of  the  shape  and  size  of  a  yellow  tulip  :  are  a  yellowish  green 
inside  and  an  orange  color  outside.  Leaves  turn  into  a  golden 
yellow  color  in  the  fall.  Plant  in  a  moist  situation. 

Malus 

Malus  ioensis.  (Flowering  Crab  Apple — Bechtel’s  Double  Flow¬ 
ering  Crab).  Small  tree  with  spreading  or  ascending  branches. 
Blooms  early  in  the  spring,  producing  large,  very  double,  per¬ 
fect  flowers  resembling  small  roses ;  of  a  delicate  pink  color. 


Melia 

Melia  azedarach  umbraculiformus.  (Umbrella  Tree).  A  na¬ 
tive  of  the  Southern  States  and  the  semi-tropics.  Vigorous 
grower  of  dense  even  crown,  forming  a  perfect  umbrella.  Sym¬ 
metrical  and  formal.  Leaves  have  long  stems ;  leaflets  the  size 
of  a  walnut.

Grafts  are  set  in  the  seedling  trees  6  to  8  feet  from 
the  ground  where  numerous  pendulous  branches  are  formed. 

Platanus 

Platanus  orientalis.  (European  Sycamore — Oriental  Plane 
Tree).  An  almost  perfect  tree  for  street  and  avenue  planting. 
Without  any  training  it  forms  a  symmetrical,  spreading  head.

Platanus  racemosa.  (California  Sycamore).  Our  picturesque 
native  sycamore  which  adds  so  much  to  the  natural  beauty  of 
our  canyon  scenery.

Prunus  persica  vulgaris.  (Double  Flowering  Peach).  An  es¬ 
teemed  ornamental  tree  for  garden  adornments  and  affording 
excellent  cut  flowers  which  appear  in  the  spring  time  before  the 
leaves.

Ampelopsis 

These  are  very  hardy  ornamental  vines,  which  thrive 
in  almost  any  soil,  but  grow  best  on  the  sunny  side.  As 
they  climb  by  tendrils  they  will  adhere  to  stone,  brick 
or  cement  work. 

Ampelopsis  quinquefolia.  (Virginia  Creeper,  Woodbine  V?ne). 
Luxuriant  large  leaves  which  are  a  most  intense  scarlet  early 
in  the  fall.

Bignonia  tweediana.  A  splendid  vine  for  covering  high  walls 
and  buildings.

Bougainvillea 

Native  of  South  America.  The  Bougainvilleas  thrive 
best  in  a  warm  sunny  exposure. 

Bougainvillea  spectabilis.  A  free  flowering  variety  with  large 
rosy-purple  flowers  and  bright  green  foliage.  A  splendid  variety. 

Bougainvillea  “Crimson  Lake.”  A  new  introduction.  Incom¬ 
parable  in  richness  and  brilliancy  of  coloring.  On  first  open¬ 
ing  a  brilliant  crimson-lake,  retaining  this  color  for  three  or 
four  weeks,  then  passing  to  a  crimson-carmine. 

NOTE:  —  Bougainvilleas  do  not  stand  cold  situations  and 
should  be  planted  in  a  reasonably  warm  location. 

Clematis 

Clematis  paniculata.  A  vigorous  climber  well  suited  to  the 
covering  of  porches,  fences,  walls,  etc.  Bears  fragrant  white 
flowers  in  great  quantities. 

Clematis  montana.  Similar  to  the  preceding  with  light  pink 
flowers. 

Ficus 

Ficus  repens.  (Creeping  Fig).  A  beautiful  evergreen  climb¬ 
er,  with  small  dark  green  heart-shaped  leaves.  Very  useful  for 
covering  brick  or  stone  buildings  as  it  clings  by  means  of 
small  clinging  tendrils. 

Hardenbergia

Well  known  ornamental  vines  noted  for  their  fragrant 
flowers. 

Lonicera  halliana.  (Hall’s  Honeysuckle.  Japanese  Honey¬ 
suckle).  An  evergreen  climber  of  rampant  growth.  Flowers  are 
white  changing  to  yellow  and  are  deliciously  fragrant. 

Mandevillea 

Mandevillea  suaveolens.  (Chilean  Jasmine).  Another  plant 
which  is  a  native  of  South  America  that  thrives  well  in  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Bears  fragrant  white  flowers  two  inches  in  diameter. 

Muehlenbeckia 

Meuhlenbeckia  complexa.  (Wire  Vine,  Maiden  Hair  Vine). 
A  graceful  vine  with  small  Maiden-Hair  like  foliage  and  wire¬ 
like  stems.  Splendid  for  pergolas,  posts  and  fences. 

Plumbago 

Plumbago  capensis.  (Blue  Plumbago).  Very  desirable  and 
effective  for  massing  of  color  and  unsurpassed  for  continuous 
blooming  and  drought  resisting  qualities.

Tecoma 

Vigorous,  ornamental  vines  and  semi-vines  with 
showy  flowers  borne  mostly  in  clusters.  They  will  thrive 
in  most  any  location.

Tecoma  australis.  Without  doubt  the  fastest  growing  hardy 
vine  we  have,  which  carries  its  foliage  the  year  around.
